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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in Pg.12, 5. that Egli nor Vetro 
discloses or suggests "...the URL comprising an address at which only capability information... is recorded..." In response, Examiner 
reiterates that Egli taught the CCM retrieves the client capability from the data store using HTTP headers which are analogous to URLs 
[75]. Furthermore, Examiner points out the concept of a client sending a URL to a server and the server finding information of the client 
using the URL information was well-known in the art prior to Applicant's foreign priority date of invention. As an example. Examiner 
respectfully asks Applicant to review U.S Patent 6,961,754 in Col. 6, Ln. 23~Col. 7, Ln. 1-6. Applicant further argues the combination of 
Vetro and Egli would render Egli's system inoperable as intended on Pg. 14. Examiner points out to Applicant the motivation for combining 
Vetro with Egli was Vetro provided the concept of the terminal's capability information described in tree structure as taught in [1149].
